4. The ungodly is so proud, that he 
careth' not for God : neither is' God 
in' all his thoughts. 

5. His ways are' alway grievous : 
thy judgments are far above out of his 
sight, and therefore de'fieth he' all his 
enemies. 

6. For he hath said in his heart, 
Tush, I shall never' be cast down : 
there shall no' harm' happen unto 
me. 

7. His mouth is full of cursing, de'- 
ceit, and fraud : under his tongue is 
un'godli'ness and vanity. 

8. He sitteth lurking in the thievish' 
corners of the streets : and privily in 
his lurking dens doth he murder the 
innocent ; his eyes are' set a'gainst the 
poor. 

9. For he lieth waiting secretly, even 
as a lion lurketh' he in his den : that" 
he may 7 ravish the poor. 

10. He doth' ravish the poor : when 
he' getteth him' into his net.

but the ungodly, and him that delight- 
eth in wickedness' doth his' soul abhor. 

7. Upon the ungodly he shall rain 
snares, fire and brimstone', storm and 
tempest : this shall' be their' portion to 
drink. 

8. For the righteous Lord' loveth 
righteousness : his countenance will 
be'hold the' thing that is just.

2. Even he, that leadeth an' uncor- 
rupt life : and doeth the thing which 
is right, and speaketh the' truth 7 from 
his heart. 

3. He that hath used no deceit in 
his tongue, nor done evil 7 to his neigh- 
bour : and' hath not' slandered his 
neighbour.

4. For thou art my strong rock', and 
my castle : be thou also my guide, and' 
lead me 7 for thy Name's sake. 

5. Draw me out of the net, that they 
have laid' privily for me : for' thou' art 
toy strength. 

6. Into thy hands I com'mend my 
spirit : for thou hast redeemed me, O' 
Lord, thou' God of truth. 

7. I have hated them that hold of 
superstitious vanities : and my' trust 
hath been' in the Lord. * 

8. I will be glad, and re'joice in thy 
mercy : for thou hast considered my 
trouble, and hast' known my' soul in 
adversities. 

9. Thou hast not shut me up into 
the' hand of the enemy : but hast set 
my' feet in a' large room. 

10. Have mercy upon me, O Lord, 
for' I am in trouble : and mine eye is 
consumed for very heaviness' ; yea, my 7 
soul and my body. 

11. For my life is waxen' old with 
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heaviness : and'"" m/ years with mourn- 
ing. 

12. My strength faileth me, because 
of mine iniquity : and m/ bones' are 
consumed. 

13. I became a reproof among all 
mine enemies, but especially a'mong 
my neighbours : and they of mine ac- 
quaintance were afraid of me ; and they 
that did see me without con'veyed 
them'selves from me. 

14. I am clean forgotten, as a dead 
man' out of mind : I am become' like 
a' broken vessel. 

15. For I have heard the blasphem/ 
of the multitude : and fear is on every 
side, while they conspire together against 
me, and take their counsel to' take a'way 
my life. 

16. But my hope hath been in' thee, 
O Lord : I have said', Thou' art my God. 

17. My time is in thy hand; deliver 
me from the' hand of mine enemies : 
and from' them that' persecute me. 

18. Shew thy servant the' light of 
thy countenance : and' save me for thy' 
mercy's sake. 

19. Let me not be confounded, O 
Lord, for I have' called upon thee : let 
the ungodly be put to confusion, and 
be put to' silence' in the grave. 
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20. Let the lying lips be', put to si- 
lence : which cruelly, disdainfully, and 
despitefully', speak a'gainst the right- 
eous. 

21. O how plentiful is thy goodness, 
which thou hast laid up fox' them that 
fear thee : and that thou hast prepared 
for them that put their trust in thee, 
even be 7 fore the' sons of men ! 

22. Thou shalt hide them privily by 
thine own presence from the pro'voking 
of all men : thou shalt keep them se- 
cretly in thy 7 tabernacle from the' strife 
of tongues. 

23. Thanks' be to the Lord : for he 



hath shewed me marvellous great' kind- 
ness in' a strong city. 

24. And when I made' haste, I said : 
I am cast out of the' sight 7 of thine 
eyesr 

25. Nevertheless, thou heardest the' 
voice of my prayer : when V cried' un- 
to thee. 

26. O love the Lord, all' ye his 
saints : for the Lord preserveth them 
that are faithful, and plenteously re 7 - 
wardeth the' proud doer. 

27. Be strong, and he shall es'tablish 
your heart : all ye that 7 put your trust 7 
in the Lord. 
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PSALM 32. Beati, quorum. 

BLESSED is he whose unrighte- 
ousness 7 is forgiven : and 7 - whose 7 
sin is covered. 

2. Blessed is the man unto whom 
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the Lord im'puteth no sin : and in 
whose 7 spirit there is 7 no guile. 

3. For while I 7 held my tongue : 
my bones consumed a 7 way through my 7 
daily complaining. 

4. For thy hand is heavy upon me 7 
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day and night : and my moisture is' 
like the' drought in summer. 

5. I will acknowledge m/ sin unto 
thee : and mine unrighteousness have' 
I not hid. 

6. I said, I will confess my sins un'to 
the Lord : and so thou forgavest the' 
wickedness' of my sin. 

7. For this shall every one that is 
godly make his prayer unto thee, in 
a time when thou' mayest be found : 
but in the great water-floods they' shall 
not' come nigh him. 

8. Thou art a place to hide me in, 
thou shalt pre'serve me from trouble : 
thou shalt compass me about with' 
songs' of deliverance. 

9. I will inform thee, and teach thee 
in the way where'in thou shalt go : and 
I will' guide thee' with mine eye. 

10. Be ye not like to horse and 
mule, which have no' understanding : 
whose mouths must be held with bit 
and' bridle, lest they' fall upon thee. 

11. Great plagues remain for' the 
ungodly : but whoso putteth his trust 
in the Lord, mercy embraceth' him on' 
every side. 

12. Be glad, O ye righteous, and 
rejoice in the Lord : and be joyful, all' 
ye that are' true of heart. 
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PSALM 33. Exultate,ju8ti. 

"DEJOICE in the Lord,' O ye right- 
-*■*' eous : for it becometh' well the' 
just to be thankful. 

2. Praise the' Lord with harp : sing 
praises unto him with the lute, and' 
instrument of ten strings. 

3. Sing unto the Lord a' new song : 
sing praises lustily unto' him with' a 
good courage. 

4. For the word of the' Lord is true : 
and' all his' works are faithful. 

5. He loveth' righteousness and 
judgement : the*earth is full of the' 
goodness' of the Lord. 

6. By the word of the Lord were 
the' heavens made : and all the hosts 
of them by the' breath of his mouth. 

7. He gathereth the waters of the 
sea together, as it' were upon an heap : 
and layeth up the' deep, as' in a trea- 
sure-house. 

8. Let all the earth' fear the Lord : 
stand in awe of him, all' ye that' dwell 
in the world. 

9. For he spake,' and it was done : 
he com'manded; and' it stood fast. 

10. The Lord bringeth the counsel 
of the' heathen to nought : and maketh 
the devices of the people to be of none 
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effect, and casteth 7 out the' counsels of 
princes. 

11. The counsel of the Lord shall 
en'dure for ever : and the thoughts of 
his heart from generation to 7 generation. 

12. Blessed are the people, whose 
God is the' Lord Jehovah : and blessed 
are the folk, that he hath chosen to 
him' to be' his inheritance. 

13. The Lord looked down from 
heaven, and beheld all the' children of 
men : from the habitation of his dwell- 
ing he considereth all' them that/ dwell 
on the earth. 

14. He fashioneth' all the hearts of 
them : and under'standeth' all their 
works. 

15. There is no king that can be 
saved by the' multitude of an host : 
neither is any mighty man delivered 
by' much strength. 

16. A horse is counted but a vain 
thing to' save a man : neither shall he 
deliver any' man by' his great strength. 

17. Behold, the eye of the Lord is 
upon' them that fear him : and upon 
them that put their 7 trust' in his mercy ; 

18. To deliver their 7 soul from death : 
and to feed them' in the' time of dearth. 

19. Our soul hath patiently' tarried 
for the Lord : for' he is ouV help and 
our shield. 

20. For our heart shall re'joice in 
him : because we have hoped 7 in his 7 
holy Name. 

21. Let thy merciful kindness, O 7 
Lord, be upon us : like as we do 7 put 
ou^ trust in thee. 



PSALM 34. Benedicam Domino. 

T WILL alway give thanks un 7 to the 
■*■ Lord : his praise shall 7 ever be 7 in 
my mouth. 

2. My soul shall make her' boast in 
the Lord : the humble shall 7 hear there- 
of 7 , and be glad. 

3. O praise the 7 Lord with me : and 
let us 7 magnify his' Name together. 

4. I sought the Lord', and he heard 
me : yea, he delivered me' out of all 
my fear.

15. The eyes of the Lord are' over 
the righteous : and his ears are' open 
un'to their prayers. 

16. The countenance of the Lord is 
against' them that do evil : to root out 
the re'membrance of them' from the 
earth. 

17. The righteous cry, and the' Lord 
heareth them : and delivereth them' out 
of all their troubles. 

18. The Lord is nigh unto them that 



are of a' contrite heart : and will save 
such as' be of an' humble spirit. 

19. Great are the' troubles of the 
righteous : but the Lord de'livereth him' 
out of all. 

20. He keepeth' all his bones : so 
that not/ one of them is broken. 

21. But misfortune shall' slay the 
ungodly : and they that hate the' 
righteous' shall be desolate. 

22. The Lord delivereth the' souls 
of his servants : and all they that put 

| their trust in' him shall' not be destitute. 
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PSALM 35. Judica, Domine. 

T>LEAD thou my cause, O Lord, with 
"*■ them that/ strive with me : and 
fight thou against* them thatf fight 
against me. 

2. Lay hand upon the' shield and 
buckler : and'"" stand' up to help me. 

3. Bring forth the spear, and stop 
the way against them that* persecute 
me : say unto my soul/ I am' thy sal- f 
vation. 

4. Let them be confounded, and put 
to shame, that seek' after my soul : let 
them be turned back, and brought to 
confusion, that i'magine' mischief for 
me. 

5. Let them be as the dust be'fore 
the wind : and the' angel of the' Lord 
scattering them. 

6. Let their way be' dark and slip- 
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pery : and let the' angel of the' Lord 
persecute them. 

7. For they have privily laid their 
net to destroy me with'out a cause : 
yea, even without a cause have the/ 
made a' pit for my soul. 

8. Let a sudden destruction come 
upon him unawares, and his net, that 
he hath laid privily,' catch himself: 
that he may fall' into his' own mischief. 

9. And, my soul, be joyful' in the 
Lord : it shall re'joice in' his salvation. 

10. All my bones shall say, Lord, 
who is like unto thee, who deliverest 
the poor from him that is' too strong 
for him : yea, the poor, and him that 
is in' misery, from' him that spoileth 
him? 

11. False witnesses did' rise up : 
they laid to m/ charge things' that I 
knew not. 

F 
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12. They rewarded me' evil for good : 
to the great discomfort' of my soul. 

13. Nevertheless, when they were 
sick, I put on sackcloth, and humbled 
my' soul with fasting : and my prayer 
shall turn' into mine' own bosom. 

14. I behaved myself as though it 
had been my' friend, or my brother : 
I went heavily, as one that' mourneth' 
for his mother. 

15. But in mine adversity they re- 
joiced, and gathered them'selves to- 
gether : yea, the very abjects came 
together against me unawares, making' 
mouths at' me, and ceased not. 

16. With the flatterers were' busy 
mockers : who gnashed up'on me' with 
their teeth.. 

17. Lord, how long wilt thou' look 
upon this : O deliver my soul from the 
calamities which they bring on me, and 
m/ darling' from the lions. 

18. So will I give thee thanks in the 
great' congregation : I will' praise thee 
a'mong much people. 

19. O let not them that are mine 
enemies triumph ovei y me ungodly : 
neither let them wink with their eyes 
that' hate me with'out a cause. 

20. And why? their communing is' 
not for peace : but they imagine de- 
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ceitful words against them that are 7 
quiet/ in the land. 

21. They gaped upon me with their' 
mouths, and said : Fie on thee, fie on 
thee, we' saw itf with our eyes. 

22. This thou hast' seen, O Lord : 
hold not thy tongue then, go notf far 
from' me, O Lord. 

23. Awake, and stand up to' judge 
my quarrel : avenge thou my cause, 
m/ God,' and my Lord. 

24. Judge me, O Lord my God, ac- 
cording' to thy righteousness : and let' 
them not' triumph over me. 

25. Let them not say in their hearts, 
There, there,' so would we have it : 
neither let them' say, We' have de- 
voured him. 

26. Let them be put to confusion and 
shame together, that re'joice at my 
trouble : let them be clothed with re- 
buke and dishonour, that' boast them'- 
selves against me. 

27. Let them be glad and rejoice, 
that favour my' righteous dealing : yea, 
let them say alway, Blessed be the Lord, 
who hath pleasure in the pros'perity' of 
his servant. 

28. And as for my tongue, it shall be 
talking' of thy righteousness : and of 
thy' praise all the' day long. 
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PSALM 36. Dixit injustus. 
Ti^TY heart sheweth me the wicked- 
"*■ ■*■ ness of the ungodly : that there 
is no fear of' God be'fore his eyes, 

2. For he flattereth himself in his' 
own sight : until his abominable sin 
be' found out. 

3. The words of his mouth are un- 
righteous, and' full of deceit : he hath 
left off to behave himself wisely/ and 
to do good. 

4. He imagineth mischief upon his 
bed, and hath set himself in' no good 
way : neither doth he ab'hor any thing' 
that is evil. 

5. Thy mercy, O Lord, reacheth 
un'to the heavens : and thy' faithfulness 
un'to the clouds. 

6. Thy righteousness standeth like 
the' strong mountains : th/ judgements 
are' like the great deep. 



7. Thou, Lord, shalt save both man 
and beast ; How excellent is thy' mercy, 
O God : and the children of men shall 
put their trust under the' shadow' of 
thy wings. 

8. They shall be satisfied with the 
plenteousness' of thy house : and thou 
shalt give them drink of thy' pleasures, 
as' out of the river. 

9. For with thee is the' well of life : 
and in' thy light shall' we see light. 

10. O continue forth thy loving- 
kindness unto' them that know thee : 
and thy righteousness unto' them that 
are' true of heart. 

11. O let not the foot of pride' come 
against me : and let not the hand of 
the un'godly' cast me down. 

12. There are they fallen,' all that 
work wickedness : they are cast down, 
and shall' not be' able to stand. 
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prosper, against the man that doeth' 
after' evil counsels. 

8. Leave off from wrath, and let" go 
displeasure : fret not thyself, else shalt 
thou be' moved to' do evil. 

9. Wicked doers shall be' rooted out : 
and they that patiently abide the Lord,' 
those shall in'herit the land. 

10. Yet a little while, and the un- 
godly shall be' clean gone : thou shalt 
look after his place, and' he shall' be 
away. 

1 1. But the meek-spirited shall pos'- 
sess the earth : and shall be refreshed 
in the' multitude of peace. 

12. The ungodly seeketh counsel 
a'gainst the just : and gnasheth up'on 
him' with his teeth. 

13. The Lord shall' laugh him to 
scorn : for he hath' seen that his' day 
is coming. 

14. The ungodly have drawn out 
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PSALM 37- Noli amulari. 

"H1RET not thyself because of the 
ungodly : neither be thou envi- 
ous a'gainst the' evil doers. 

2. For they shall soon be cut down' 
like the grass : and be withered' even 
as the' green herb. 

3. Put thou thy trust in the Lord, 
and be' doing good : dwell in the land, 
and' verily thou' shalt be fed. 

4. Delight thou' in the Lord : and 
he shall' give thee thy' heart's desire. 

5. Commit thy way unto the Lord, 
and put thy' trust in him : and' he 
shall' bring it to pass. 

6. He shall make thy righteousness 
as' clear as the light : and thy just' 
dealing as the' noon-day. 

7. Hold thee still in the Lord, and 
abide' patiently upon him : but grieve 
not thyself at him, whose way doth 
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the sword, and have" bent their bow : 
to cast down the poor and needy, and 
to slay such as are of a' right' con- 
versation. 

15. Their sword shall go through 
their^ own heart : and their' bow 7 shall 
be broken. 

16. A small thing that the' righteous 
hath : is better than great' riches of 
the ungodly. 

17. For the arms of the ungodly' 
shall be broken : and the' Lord up - 
holdeth the righteous. 

18. The Lord knoweth the' days of 
the godly : and their inheritance' shall 
en'dure for ever. 

19. They shall not be confounded in 
the' perilous time : and in the days of 
dearth' they shall' have enough. 

20. As for the ungodly, they shall 
perish ; and the enemies of the Lord 
shall consume as the' fat of lambs : 
yea, even as the smoke, shall' they 
con'sume away. 

21. The ungodly borroweth, and 
payeth' not again : but the righteous 
is' merci'ful, and liberal. 

22. Such as are blessed of God shall 
pos'sess the land : and they that are 
cursed of him' shall be' rooted out. 

23. The Lord ordereth a' good 
man's going : and maketh his way' 
acceptable' to himself. 

24. Though he fall, he shall not be' 
cast away : for the Lord up'holdeth 
him' with his hand. 

25. I have been young, and' now am 
old : and yet saw I never the righteous 
forsaken, nor his' seed' begging their 
bread. 
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26. The righteous is evei' merciful, 
and lendeth : and'" his' seed is blessed. 

27. Flee from evil, and do the' thing 
that is good : and' dwell for' evermore. 

28. For the Lord loveth the' thing 
that is right : he forsaketh not his that 
be godly, but' they are pre'served for 
ever. 

29. The unrighteous' shall be pu- 
nished : as for the seed of the ungodly,' 
it shall be' rooted out. 

30. The righteous shall in'herit the 
land : and' dwell there'in for ever. 

31. The mouth of the righteous is 
exercised in wisdom : and his' tongue 
will be' talking of judgement. 

32. The law of his God is' in his 
heart : and his' goings' shall not slide. 

33. The ungodly 7 seeth the right- 
eous : and' seeketh oc'casion to slay 
him. 

34. The Lord will not leave him' in 
his hand : nor con'demn him when' he 
is judged. 

35. Hope thou in the Lord, and 
keep his way, and he shall promote 
thee, that thou shalt pos'sess the land : 
when the ungodly shall' perish,' thou 
shalt see it. 

36. I myself have seen the ungodly 
in' great power : and' flourishing like' a 
green bay-tree. 

37. I went by, and lo,' he was gone : 
I sought him, but his place could' no' 
where be found. 

38. Keep innocency, and take heed 
unto the' thing that is right : for that 
shall bring a man' peace' at the last. 

39. As for the transgressors, they 
shall' perish together : and the end of 
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the ungodly is, they shall be' rooted' 
out at the last. 

40. But the salvation of the right- 
eous cometh' of the Lord : who is also 
thei^ strength in the' time of trouble. 



41. And the Lord shall stand by' 
them, and save them : he shall deliver 
them from the ungodly, and shall save 
them, because they 7 put then/ trust in 
him. 



THE EIGHTH DAY. 
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PSALM 38. Domine, ne in furore. 

T3UT me not to rebuke, (X Lord, in 
**• thine anger : neither chasten me 
in thy" hea'vy displeasure. 
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2. For thine arrows stick' fast in 
me : and thy 7 hand' presseth me 
sore. 

3. There is no health in my flesh, 
because of thy displeasure : neither is 
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there any rest in my bones, by' reason' 
of my sin. 

4. For my wickednesses are gone' 
over my head : and are like a sore 
burden, too 7 heavy fox' me to bear. 

5. My wounds stink, and 7 are cor- 
rupt : through 77 my foolishness. 

6. I am brought into so great 7 trou- 
ble and misery : that I go' mourning 
all 7 the day long. 

7. For my loins are filled with a 7 
sore disease : and there is no 7 whole 
part 7 in my body. 

8. I am feeble, and 7 sore smitten : I 
have roared for the very dis 7 quietness / 
of my heart. 

9. Lord, thou knowest all 7 my de- 
sire : and my 7 groaning is 7 not hid from 
thee. 

10. My heart panteth, my 7 strength 
hath failed me : and the sight of mine 7 
eyes is 7 gone from me. 

11. My lovers and my neighbours 
did stand looking up 7 on my trouble : 
and my 7 kinsmen 7 stood afar off. 

12. They also that sought after my 
life 7 laid snares for me : and they that 
went about to do me evil talked of 
wickedness, and imagined de'ceit all 
the 7 day long. 

13. As for me, I was like a 7 deaf 
man, and heard not : and as one that 
is dumb, who 7 doth not 7 open his 
mouth. 

14. I became even as a 7 man that 
heareth not ; and in whose 7 mouth are 7 
no reproofs. 

15. For in thee, O Lord, have I 7 put 
my trust : thou shalt answer for me, 
O 7 Lord 7 my God. 
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1 6. I have required that they, even 
mine enemies, should not 7 triumph over 
me : for when my foot slipped, they 
re 7 joiced 7 greatly against me. 

17. And I, truly, am 7 set in the 
plague : and my heaviness is 7 ever 7 in 
my sight. 

18. For I will con 7 fess my wicked- 
ness : and be 7 sorry 7 for my sin. 

19. But mine enemies 7 live, and are 
mighty : and they that hate me 7 wrong- 
fully are 7 many in number. 

20. They also that reward evil for 7 
good are against me : because I follow 
the 7 thing that 7 good is. 

21. Forsake me not, O 7 Lord my 
God : be not 7 thou 7 far from me. 

22. Haste 7 thee to help me : O Lord 7 
God of 7 my salvation. 

PSALM 39. Dixi 9 custodiam. 

T SAID, I will take 7 heed to my 
"*- ways : that I offend not 7 in my 
tongue. 

2. I will keep my mouth as it were 7 
with a bridle : while the un 7 godly is 7 in 
my sight. 

3. I held my 7 tongue, and spake no- 
thing : I kept silence, yea, even from 
good words ; but it was 7 pain and 7 grief 
to me. 

4. My heart was hot within me, 
and while I was thus musing the 7 fire 
kindled : and at the 7 last I 7 spake with 
my tongue ; 

5. Lord, let me know mine end, and 
the 7 number of my days : that I may 
be certified how 7 long I 7 have to live. 

6. Behold, thou hast made my days 
as it 7 were a span long : and mine age 
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is even as nothing in respect of thee ; 
and verily every man living is' alto'- 
gether vanity. 

7. For man walketh in a vain sha- 
dow, and disquieteth him' self in vain : 
he heapeth up riches, and" cannot tell' 
who shall gather them. 

8. And now, Lord/ what is my hope : 
truly m/ hope is' even in thee. 

9. Deliver me from' all mine of- 
fences : and make me not a re'buke 
un'to the foolish. 

10. I became dumb, and opened' not 
my mouth : for' - it' was thy doing. 

11. Take thy plague a'way from 
me : I am even consumed by the' 
means of th/ heavy hand. 

12. When thou with rebukes dost 
chasten man for sin, thou makest his 
beauty to consume away, like as it 
were a moth' fretting a garment : every 
man' therefore' is but vanity. 

13. Hear my prayer, O Lord, and 
with thine ears con'sider my calling : 
hold not thy 7 peace' at my tears. 

14. For I am a' stranger with thee : 
and a sojourner, as' all m/ fathers 
were. 

15. O spare me a little, that I may 
re'cover my strength : before I go' 
hence, and be' no more seen. 
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PSALM 40. Expectant expectavi. 
T WAITED patientl/ for the Lord : 
"*- and he inclined unto' me, and' 
heard my calling. 

2. He brought me also out of the 
horrible pit, out of the' mire and clay : 
and set my feet upon the' rock, and' 
ordered my goings. 

3. And he hath put a new' song in 
my mouth : even a thanks'giving un'to 
our God. 

4. Many shall' see it, and fear : and 
shall' put their^ trust in the Lord. 

5. Blessed is the man that hath set 
his' hope in the Lord : and turned not 
unto the proud, and to such as' go 
a'bout with lies. 

6. O Lord my God, great are the 
wondrous works which thou hast done, 
like as be also thy thoughts which' are 
to us-ward : and yet there is no man 
that/ ordereth them' unto thee. 

7. If I should declare them, and' 
speak of them : they should be more 
than I am' able' to express. 

8. Sacrifice, and meatf-offering, thou 
wouldest not : but mine' ears' hast thou 
opened. 

9. Burnt-offerings, and sacrifice for 
sin, hast thou' not required : then said' 
1, Lo/ I come, 
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10. In the volume of the book it is 
written of me, that I should fulfil thy 
will/ O my God : I am content to do 
it ; yea, thy' law is with'in my heart. 

11. I have declared thy righteous- 
ness in the great' congregation : lo, I 
will not refrain my lips, O' Lord, and' 
that thou knowest.

14. Withdraw not thou thy mercy 
from me,' O Lord : let thy loving-kind- 
ness and thy 7 truth al'way preserve 
me. 

15. For innumerable troubles are 
come about me; my sins have taken 
such hold upon me that I am not able 
to' look up : yea, they are more in 



number than the hairs of my head,' 
and my' heart hath failed me. 

16. O Lord, let it be thy' pleasure 
to deliver me : make' haste, O' Lord, 
to help me. 

17. Let them be ashamed, and con- 
founded together, that seek after my' 
soul to destroy it : let them be driven 
backward, and put to rebuke, that' 
wish me evil. 

18. Let them be desolate, and re'- 
warded with shame : that say unto 
me, Fie up'on thee/ fie upon thee. 

19. Let all those that seek thee be 
joyful and' glad in thee : and let such 
as love thy salvation say' alway, The' 
Lord be praised. 

20. As for me, I am' poor and 
needy : but the' Lord' careth for me. 

21. Thou art m/ helper and re- 
deemer : make no long' tarrying/ O 
my God. 
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PSALM 41.. Beatus qui intelligit. 

"DLESSED is he that considereth 
"-"-^ the' poor and needy : the Lord 
shall deliver' him in the' time of trou- 
ble. 

2. The Lord preserve him, and keep 
him alive, that he may be' blessed upon 
earth : and deliver not thou him' into 
the' will of his enemies. 

3. The Lord comfort him, when he 
lieth sick up'on his bed : make thou' all 
his bed' in his sickness. 

4. I said, Lord, be' merciful unto 
me : heal my soul, for' I have' sinned 
against thee. 

5. Mine enemies speak' evil of me : 
When shall he' die, and his' name 
perish ? 

6. And if he come to see me, he' 
speaketh vanity : and his heart con- 
ceive th falsehood within himself, and 
when he' cometh' forth he telleth it. 
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7. All mine enemies whisper to'ge- 
ther against me : even against' me do 
they i'magine this evil. 

8. Let the sentence of guiltiness 
pro'ceed against him : and now that he 
lieth,' let him rise' up no more. 

9. Yea, even mine own familiar 
friend/ whom I trusted : who did also 
eat of my bread,' hath laid' great wait 
for me. 

10. But be thou merciful unto me/ 
O Lord : raise thou me up a'gain, and 
I' shall reward them. 

11. By this I' know thou favourest 
me : that mine enemy' doth notf tri- 
umph against me. 

12. And when I am in my health/ 
thou upholdest me : and shalt set me 
be'fore th/ face for ever. 

13. Blessed be the Lord' God of 
Israel : world' without' end. Amen. 
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PSALM 42. Quemadmodum. 

T IKE as the hart de'sireth the wa- 
-*-^ ter-brooks : so longeth m/ soul 
after' thee, O God. 

2. My soul is athirst for God, yea, 
even for the' living God : when shall I 
come to appear be'fore the 7 presence of 
God? 

3. My tears have been my meat' day 
and night : while they daily say unto 
me/ Where is' now thy God ? 

4. Now when I think thereupon, I 
pour out my heart' by myself : for I 
went with the multitude, and brought 
them forth in'to the' house of God ;

15. O put thy' trust in God : for I 
will yet thank him, which is the help 
of my' countenance/ and my God.

t^\ IVE sentence with me, O God, 
^* and defend my, cause against the 
un'godly people : O deliver me from 
the de'ceitful and' wicked man. 

2. For thou art the God of my 
strength, why hast thou' put me from 
thee : and why go I so heavily,' while 
the' enemy oppresseth me ? 

3. O send out thy light and thy 
truth, that' they may lead me : and 
bring me unto thy holy' hill, and' to 
thy dwelling.

and for'gettest our 7 misery and trouble? 

25. For our soul is brought low, 
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even un 7 to the dust : our belly 7 cleaveth 
un'to the ground. 

26. A'rise, and help us : and deliver 
us' for th/ mercy's sake.

"TIT" Y heart is inditing of 7 a good mat- 
-**-*- ter : I speak of the things which 
I have 7 made un'to the King. 

2. My tongue 7 is the pen : of 7 "" a 7 ready 
writer. 

3. Thou art fairer than the 7 children 
of men : full of grace are thy lips, be- 
cause God hath 7 blessed 7 thee for even 

4. Gird thee with thy sword upon 
thy thigh, O 7 thou most Mighty : ac- 
cording to thy 7 worship 7 and renown. 

5. Good luck have thou 7 with thine 
honour : ride on, because of the word 
of truth, of meekness, and righteous- 
ness ; and thy right hand shall 7 teach 
thee 7 terrible things. 

6. Thy arrows are very sharp, and 
the people shall be sub 7 dued unto 
thee : even in the 7 midst a 7 mong the 
King's enemies.

2. Therefore will we not fear, though 
the' earth be moved : and though the 
hills be carried' into the' midst of the 
sea. 

3. Though the waters thereof rage 
and swell : and though the mountains 
shake at the' tempest' of the same. 

4. The rivers of the flood thereof 
shall make glad the' city of God : the 
holy place of the' tabernacle of the 
most Highest. 

5. God is in the midst of her, there- 
fore shall she not' be removed : God 
shall' help her, and' that right early. 

6. The heathen make much ado, 
and the' kingdoms are moved : but 
God hath shewed his voice, and the' 
earth shall' melt away. 

7. The Lord of hosts is with us : 
the God of Jacob' is our refuge. 

8. O come hither, and behold the 
works of the Lord : what destruction 
he hath' brought up'on the earth. 

9. He maketh wars to cease in' all 
the world : he breaketh the bow, and 
knappeth the spear in sunder, and 
burnetii the' chariots' in the fire. 

10. Be still then, and know that' I 
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PSALM 47* Omnes gentes, plaudite. 

f~\ CLAP your hands together/ all 
^-^ ye people : O sing unto' God 
with the' voice of melody. 

2. For the Lord is high/ and to be 
feared : he is the great 7 King upon' all 
the earth. 

3. He shall subdue the' people under 
us : and the' nations' under our feet. 

4. He shall choose out an' heritage for 
us : even the worship of Jacob/ whom 
he loved. 

5. God is gone up with a' merry 
noise : and the' Lord with the' sound 
of the trump. 

6. O sing praises, sing praises un'to 
our God : O sing praises, sing' praises 
un'to our King.

10. For all the beasts of the 7 forest 
are mine : and so ate the cattle upon 
a 7 thousand hills. 

11. I know all the fowls up'on the 
mountains : and the wild beasts of the' 
field are 7 in my sight. 

12. If I be hungry, I will 7 not tell 
thee : for the whole world is mine, 
and 7 all that 7 is therein. 

13. Thinkest thou that I will 7 eat 
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bulls* flesh : and* drink the' blood of 
goats ? 

14. Offer unto' God thanksgiving : 
and pay th/ vows un'to the most High- 
est* 

15. And call upon me in the' time 
of trouble : so will I' hear thee, and' 
thou shalt praise me. 

16. But unto the un'godly said God : 
Why dost thou preach my laws, and 
takest my' covenant' in thy mouth ; 

17. Whereas thou hatest to 7 be re- 
formed : and hast/ cast my' words be- 
hind thee ? 

18. When thou sawest a thief, thou 
con'sentedst unto him : and hast been | 
pai'taker' with the adulterers. 

19. Thou hast let thy 7 mouth speak 



wickedness : and with thy tongue thou' 
hast set/ forth deceit. 

20. Thou satest, and spakest a'gainst 
thy brother : yea, and hast slandered' 
thine own' mother's son. 

21. These things hast thou done, and 
I held my tongue, and thou thoughtest 
wickedly, that I am even such a one' 
as thyself : but I will reprove thee, and 
set before thee the' things that/ thou 
hast done, 

22. consider this, ye that for'get 
God : lest I pluck you away, and there- 
be' none' to deliver you. 

23. Whoso offereth me thanks and' 
praise, he honoureth me : and to him 
that ordereth his conversation right 
will I' shew the sal'vation of God. 
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PSALM 51. Miserere mei, Deus. 
TTAVE mercy upon me, O God^, 

-*" -*" after th/ great goodness : ac- 
cording to the multitude of thy mer- 
cies' do away' mine offences. 

2. Wash me throughly' from my

wickedness : and' cleanse me' from my 
sin. 

3. For I acknowledge my faults : 
and my' sin is' ever before me. 

4. Against thee only have I sinned, 
and done this evil' in thy sight : that 
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thou mightest be justified in thy say- 
ing, and' clear when' thou art judged. 

5. Behold, I was' shapen in wicked- 
ness : and in' sin hath m/ mother con- 
ceived me. 

6. But lo, thou requirest truth in the' 
inward parts : and shalt make me to 
understand' wisdom secretly. 

7. Thou shalt purge me with hyssop, 
and I' shall be clean : thou shalt wash 
me, and I' shall be' whiter than snow. 

8. Thou shalt make me hear of joy 
and gladness : that the bones which 
thou hast' broken' may rejoice. 

9. Turn thy face' from my sins : 
and' put out' all my misdeeds. 

10. Make me a clean' heart, O God : 
and re'new a right' spirit within me. 

11. Cast me not awa/ from thy 
presence : and take not th/ hoi/ Spi- 
rit from me. 

12. O give me the comfort of th/ 
help again : and stablish' me with' thy 
free Spirit 

13. Then shall I teach thy ways 
un'to the wicked : and sinners shall' 
be con'verted unto thee. 

14. Deliver me from blood -guilti- 
ness, O God, thou that art the' God of 
my health : and my' tongue shall' sing 
of thy righteousness. 
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15. Thou shalt open my' lips, 
Lord : and my' mouth shall' shew thy 
praise. 

16. For thou desirest no sacrifice, 
else' would I give it thee : but thou 
delightest' not in' burnt-offerings. 

17. The sacrifice of God is a' trou- 
bled spirit : a broken and contrite heart, 
O' God, shalt thou' not despise. 

18. O be favourable and' gracious 
unto Sion : build' thou the' walls of 
Jerusalem. 

19. Then shalt thou be pleased with 
the sacrifice of righteousness, with the 
burnt'-offerings and oblations : then 
shall they offer young' bullocks up'on 
thine altar* 

PSALM 52. Quid ghriaris ? 

TT7HY boastest thou thy'self, thou 
tyrant : that'" thou' canst do 
mischief; 

2. Whereas the' goodness of God : 
en'dureth' yet daily ? 

3. Thy tongue i'magineth wicked- 
ness : and with lies thou' cuttest like' 
a sharp razor. 

4. Thou hast loved unrighteousness' 
more than goodness : and to' talk of 
lies' more than righteousness. 

. 5. Thou hast loved to speak all 
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words that' may do hurt : O 7 ^ thou' 
false tongue. 

6. Therefore shall God destro/ thee 
for ever : he shall take thee, and pluck 
thee out of thy dwelling, and root thee' 
out of the' land of the living. 

7. The righteous also shall' see this, 
and fear : and'" shall' laugh him to 
scorn ;

4. Behold,' God is my helper : the 
Lord is with' them that upliold my 
soul. 

5. He shall reward evil un'to mine 
enemies : destroy thou' them' in thy 
truth. 

6. An offering of a free heart will I 
give thee, and praise thy' Name, O 
Lord : be'cause it' is so comfortable. 

7. For he hath delivered me out of 
all my trouble ! and mine eye hath 
seen his de'sire up'on mine enemies. 
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PSALM 55. Exaudi, Deus. 

TTEAR my' prayer, O God : and 

-*■-*- hide not thy 'self from' my peti- 
tion, 

2. Take heed unto' me, and hear 
me : how I mourn in my' prayer,' and 
am vexed. 

3. The enemy crieth so, and the 
ungodly cometh' on so fast : for they 
are minded to do me some mischief; 
so maliciously' are they' set against 
me. 

4. My heart is dis'quieted within 
me : and the fear of death is' fallen 
upon me.

11. I put on' sackcloth also : and'" 
the/ jested upon me. 

12. They that sit in the gate' speak 
against me : and the' drunkards make' 
songs upon me. 

13. But, Lord, I make my prayer 7 
unto thee : in' an ac'ceptable time. 
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14. Hear me, O God, in the multi- 
tude' of thy mercy : even in the' truth 
of thy salvation. 

15. Take me out of the mire/ that I 
sink not : O let me be delivered from 
them that hate me, and' out of the 
deep waters. 

16. Let not the water-flood drown 
me, neither let the deep' swallow me 
up : and let not the pit' shut her' mouth 
upon me. 

17. Hear me, O Lord, for thy lov- 
ing-kindness is comfortable : turn thee 
unto me according to the' multitude' of 
thy mercies. 

18. And hide not thy face from thy 
servant, for I' am in trouble : C haste' 
thee, and hear me. 

19. Draw nigh unto my 7 soul, and 
save it : O deliver me, be'cause' of mine 
enemies. 

20. Thou hast known my reproof, 
my shame, and' my dishonour : mine 
adversaries are' all' in thy sight. 

21. Thy rebuke hath broken my 
heart; I am' full of heaviness : I looked 
for some to have pity on me, but there 
was no man, neither found I' an'y to 
comfort me. 

• 22. They gave me' gall to eat : and 
when I was thirsty they 7 gave me' vi- 
negar to drink. 

23. Let their table be made a snare 
to take them'selves withal : and let the 
things that should have been for their 
wealth be unto them' an oc'casion of 
falling. 

24. Let their eyes be blinded,' that 

they see not : and ever 7 bow thou' 

down their backs. 
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25. Pour out thine indignation upon 
them : and let thy wrathful dis pleasure' 
take hold of them. 

26. Let their habitation be void : 
and no man to' dwell' in their tents. 

27. For they persecute him whom' 
thou hast smitten ; and they talk how 
they may vex 7 them whom' thou hast 
wounded. 

28. Let them fall from one wicked- 
ness 7 to another : and not' come in'to 
thy righteousness. 

29. Let them be wiped out of the' 
book of the living : and not be' written 
a'mong the righteous. 

30. As for me, when I am' poor and 
in heaviness : thy help, O' God, shall' 
lift me up. 

31. I will praise the Name of God 
with a song : and magni'fy it' with 
thanksgiving. 

32. This also shall' please the Lord : 
better than a' bullock that hath' horns 
and hoofs. 

33. The humble shall consider 7 this, 
and be glad : seek ye after' God, and 
your 7 soul shall live. 

34. For the Lord' heareth the poor : 
and de'spiseth' not his prisoners. 

35. Let heaven and 7 earth praise 
him : the sea, and 7 all that' moveth 
therein. 

36. For God will save Sion, and 
build the' cities of Judah : that men 
may dwell there, and' have it 7 in pos- 
session. 

37. The posterity also of his ser- 
vants' shall inherit it :' and they that 
love his' Name shall' dwell therein. 
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PSALM 70. Deus in adjutorium. 

TTASTE thee, O' God, to deliver 
-■"*- me.: make haste to' help me/ 
O Lord. 

2. Let them be ashamed and con- 
founded that seek' after my soul : let 
them be turned backward and put to 
confusion that' wish me evil. 

3. Let them for their reward be 
soon' brought to shame : that cry 7 over' 
me, There, there. 



4. But let all those that seek thee 
be joyful and' glad in thee : and let all 
such as delight in thy salvation say 
alway, The' Lord" - '" be praised. 

5. As for me, I am' poor and 
in misery : haste thee' unto' me, O 
God. 

6. Thou art my helper, and' my re- 
deemer : O' Lord, make' no long tar- 
rying. 
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PSALM 71* In te, Domine, speravi. 

TN thee, Lord, have I put my 
-*■ trust, let me never be put' to con- 
fusion : but rid me, and deliver me, in 
thy righteousness ; incline thine' , ear 
unto' me, and save me. 

2. Be thou my strong hold, where- 
unto I may' alway resort : thou hast 
promised to help me, for thou art my 
house of de'fence,' and my castle. 

3. Deliver me, my God, out of 
the hand of the ungodly : out of the 
hand of the unrighteous and 7 cruel 
man. 

4. For thou, Lord God, art the' 

* 

thing that I long for : thou art my' 
hope, even' from my youth. 

5. Through thee have I been holden 
up ever* since I was born : thou art 
he that took me out of my mother's 
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womb ; my praise shall be' always' of 
thee. 

6. I am become as it were a' monster 
unto many : but my sure' trust' is in 
thee. 

7. O let my mouth be' filled with 
thy praise : that I may sing of thy 
glory and' honour all' the day long. 

8. Cast me not away in the' time of 
age : forsake me' not when m/ strength 
faileth me. 

9. For mine enemies speak against 
me, and they that lay wait for my soul 
take their counsel to'gether, saying : 
God hath forsaken him ; persecute him, 
and take him, for there is' none' to de- 
liver him. 

10. Go not far' from me, O God : 
my' God, haste' thee to help me. 

11. Let them be confounded and 
perish that are a'gainst my soul : let 
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them be covered with shame and dis- 
honour that' seek to' do me evil. 

12. As for me, I will patiently a'bide 
alway : and will' praise thee' more and 
more. 

13. My mouth shall daily speak of 
thy' righteousness and salvation : for V 
know no' end thereof. 

14. I will go forth in the strength of 
the' Lord God : and will make' men- 
tion of th/ righteousness only. 

15. Thou, O God, hast taught me 
from my youth up' until now : there- 
fore will I' tell of th/ wondrous works. 

16. Forsake me not, O God, in mine 
old age, when I' am gray-headed : until 
I have shewed thy strength unto this 
generation, and thy power to all' them 
that are' yet for to come. 

17. Thy righteousness, O God, is' 
very high : and great things are they 
that thou hast done ; O God,' who is' 
like unto thee ? 

18. O what great troubles and ad- 
versities hast thou shewed me ! and yet 
didst thou' turn and refresh me : yea, 
and broughtest me from the' deep of 
the' earth again. 

19. Thou hast brought me to' great 
honour : and' comforted me on' every 
side.

21. My lips will be fain when V sing 
unto thee : and so will m/ soul whom 
thou' hast delivered. 

22. My tongue also shall talk of thy 
righteousness' all the day long : for 
they are confounded and brought unto 
shame that' seek to' do me evil.

fl IVE the King thy' judgements, O 
^— * God : and th/ righteousness 
un'to the King's son. 

2. Then shall he judge thy people 
ac'cording unto right : and'™ de'fend 
the poor. 

3. The mountains also shall' bring 
peace : and the little hills' righteous- 
ness un'to the people. 

4. He shall keep the simple folk' 
by their right : defend the children 
of the poor, and' punish the' wrong 
doer. 

5. They shall fear thee, as long as 
the sun and' moon endureth : from 
one generation' to another. 

6. He shall come down like the rain 
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into a' fleece of wool : even as the' 
drops that' water the earth. 

7. In his time shall the' righteous 
flourish : yea, and abundance of peace, 
so' long as the' moon endureth.

9. They that dwell in the wilderness 
shall' kneel before him : his' enemies 
shall' lick the dust.

12. For he shall deliver the' poor 
when he crieth : the needy also, and' 
him that hath' no helper. 

13. He shall be favourable to the' 
simple and needy : and shall pre'serve 
the' souls of the poor. 

14. He shall deliver their souls from' 



falsehood and wrong : and dear shall 
theij/ blood be' in his sight. 

15. He shall live, and unto him shall 
be given of the' gold of Arabia : prayer 
shall be made ever unto him, and' 
daily' shall he be praised. 

16. There shall be an heap of corn 
in the earth, high up'on the hills : his 
fruit shall shake like Libanus, and shall 
be green in the city like' grass up'on 
the earth. 

1 7. His Name shall endure for ever ; 
his Name shall remain under the sun 
a'mong the posterities : which shall be 
blessed through him ; and' all the' hea- 
then shall praise him. 

18. Blessed be the Lord God, even 
the' God of Israel : which' only doeth' 
wondrous things ; 

19. And blessed be the Name of his' 
Majesty for ever : and all the earth 
shall be filled with his' Majesty. A'men,

2. Nevertheless, my feet were' al-

3. And why ? I was' grieved at the 
wicked : J do also see the un'godly in' 
such prosperity. 

4. For they are in no' peril of death : 
but'" are' lusty and strong. 

5. They come in no misfortune like' 
other folk : neither are the/ plagued 
like' other men. 

6. And this is the cause that they 
are so' holden with pride : and' over- 
whelmed with cruelty. 

7. Their eyes' swell with fatness : 
and they do' even' what they lust. 

8. They corrupt other, and speak 
of wicked blasphemy : their talking is 
a'gainst the' most High. 
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9. For they stretch forth their mouth 
un'to the heaven : and their tongue' 
goeth' through the world. 

10. Therefore fall the' people unto 
them : and thereout' suck they no' small 
advantage. 

11. Tush, say they, how should' God 
perceive it : is there' knowledge in' the 
most High ? 

12. Lo, these are the ungodly, these 
prosper in the world, and these have' 
riches in possession : and I said, Then 
have I cleansed my heart in vain, and' 
washed mine' hands in innocency. 

13. All the day long have' I been 
punished : and' chastened' every morn- 
ing. 

1 4. Yea, and I had almost said' even 
as they : but lo, then I should have 
condemned the generation' of thy chil- 
dren. 

15. Then thought I to' understand 
this : but' it was' too hard for me. 
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16. Until I went into the' sanctuary i 
of God : then understood I the' end of 
these men ; 

1 7. Namely, how thou dost set them 
in' slippery places : and castest them' 
down/ and destroyest them. 

18. Oh, how suddenl/ do they con- 
sume : perish, and' come to a' fearful 
end! 

19. Yea, even like as a dream' when 
one awaketh : so shalt thou make their 
image to' vanish out/ of the city. 

20. Thus my' heart was grieved : 
and it went' even' through my reins. 

21. So foolish' was I, and ignorant ; 
even as it' were a' beast before thee. 

22. Nevertheless, I am' alway by 
thee : for thou hast' holden me by' my 
right hand. 

23. Thou shalt guide me' with thy 
counsel : and after' that re'ceive me 
with glory. 

24. Whom have I in' heaven but 
thee : and there is none upon earth 
that I de'sire in com'parison of thee. 

25. My flesh and my' heart faileth : 
but God is the strength of my 7 heart, 
and my' portion for ever. 

26. For lo, they that forsake' thee 
shall perish : thou hast destroyed all 
them that com'mit forni'cation against 
thee. 

27. But it is good for me to hold 
me fast by God, to put my trust in the' 
Lord God : and to speak of all thy 
works in the' gates of the' daughter of 
Sion.

/~\ GOD, wherefore art thou absent'

wrath so hot against the' sheep of thy 
pasture ? 

2. O think upon thy' congregation : 
whom thou hast/ purchased, and re'- 
deemed of old. 

3. Think upon the tribe of thine 
inheritance : and mount Sion,' wherein' 
thou hast dwelt 

4. Lift up thy feet, that thou mayest 
utterly destroy' every enemy : which 
hath done' evil' in thy sanctuary. 

5. Thine adversaries roar in the 
midst of thy' congregations : and set/ 
up theii' banners for tokens. 

6. He that hewed timber afore out 
of the' thick trees : was known to' bring 
it to an' excellent work. 

7. But now they break down all the 
carved' work thereof : with' ax'es and 
hammers. 

8. They have set fire upon thy' holy 
places : and have defiled the dwelling- 
place of thy Name,' even un'to the 
ground. 

9. Yea, they said in their hearts, 
Let us make havock of them' altoge- 
ther : thus have they burnt up all the 
houses of God' in the land. 

10. We see not our tokens, there is 
not/ one prophet more : no, not one is 
there among us, that under'standeth' 
any more. 

11. O God, how long shall the ad- 
versary do' this dishonour : how long 
shall the enemy blas'pheme thy' Name, 
for ever ? 

12. Why withdrawestf thou thy hand : 
why pluckest thou not thy right hand 
out of thy bosom to con'sume the ene- 
my?

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13. For God is m/ King of old : the 
help that is done upon earth he' doeth' 
it himself. 

14. Thou didst divide the' sea through 
thy power : thou brakest the heads of 
the' dragons 7 in the waters. 

15. Thou smotest the heads of Le'- 
viathan in pieces : and gayest him to 
be meat for the' people' in the wilder- 
ness. 

16. Thou broughtest out fountains 
and waters out of the 7 hard rocks : 
thou' driedst up 7 mighty waters. 

17. The day is thine, and the 7 night 
is thine : thou hast prepared the 7 light 7 
and the sun. 

18. Thou hast set all the 7 borders of 
the earth : thou 7 hast made 7 summer 
and winter. 

19. Remember this, O Lord, how 
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the 7 enemy hath rebuked : and how 
the foolish 7 people hath blasphemed 
thy Name. 

20. O deliver not the soul of thy 
turtle-dove unto the 7 multitude of the 
enemies : and forget not the congre'- 
gation of the 7 poor for ever. 

21. Look up 7 on the covenant : for 
all the earth is full of darkness, and 7 
cruel 7 habitations. 

22. O let not the simple go a 7 way 
ashamed : but let the poor and needy 
give 7 praise un 7 to thy Name. 

23. Arise, O God, maintain thine 
own cause : remember how the foolish 
man blas 7 phemeth 7 thee daily. 

24. Forget not the 7 voice of thine 
enemies : the presumption of them that 
hate thee increaseth 7 ever 7 more and 
more. 
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PSALM 7&« Confitebimur tibi. 

TTNTO thee, God, do' we give 
*-^ thanks : yea, unto 7 thee do' we 
give thanks. 

2. Thy Name also is' so nigh : and 
that do thy' wondrous' works declare. 

3. When I receive the' congregation : 
I shall judge ac'cording' unto right. 

4. The earth is weak, and all the in'- 
habiters thereof : I' bear up the' pillars 
of it. 

5. I said unto the fools, Deal' not so 
madly : and to the un'godly, Set not' 
up your horn. 

6. Set not up your' horn on high : 
and' speak not' with a stiff neck. 

7. For promotion cometh neither 
from the east, noi 7 from the west : nor 
yet' from the south.

9. For in the hand of the Lord there 
is a cup, and the' wine is red : it is full 
mixed, and he' poureth' out of the 
same. 

10. As for the' dregs thereof : all the 
ungodly of the earth shall' drink them, 
and' suck them out. 

11. But I will talk of the' God of 
Jacob : and' praise' him for ever. 

12. All the horns of the ungodly 
also' will I break : and the horns of 
the' righteous shall' be exalted. 

PSALM 7& Notua in Judcea. 

TN Jewry is' God known : His' Name 
-*- is' great in Israel. 

2. At Salem' is his tabernacle : and 
Ills' dwelling in Sion. 

3. There brake he the' arrows of the 
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bow : the shield, the' sword/ and the 
battle. 

4. Thou art of more' honour and 
might : than the' hills' of the robbers. 

5. The proud are robbed, they have' 
slept their sleep : and all the men whose 
hands were' mighty have' found nothing. 

6. At thy rebuke, O' God of Jacob : 
both the' chariot and' horse are fallen. 

7. Thou, even' thou art to be feared : 
and who may stand in thy' sight when' 
thou art angry ? 

8. Thou didst cause thy judgement 
to be' heard from heaven : the earth' 
trembled,' and was still, 

9. When God a'rose to judgement: 
and to' help all the' meek upon earth. 

1 0. The fierceness of man shall' turn 
to thy praise : and the fierceness of 
them' shalt' thou refrain. 

11. Promise imto the Lord your 
God, and keep it, all ye that are' round 
about him : bring presents unto' him 
that' ought to be feared. 

12. He shall refrain the' spirit of 
princes : and is wonderful among the' 
kings' of the earth. 
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PSALM 77> V°ce me<* o,d Dominum. 

WILL cry unto' God with my 
voice : even unto God will I cry 
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with my voice, and' he shall' hearken 
unto me. 

2. In the time of my trouble V 
sought the Lord : my sore ran, and 
ceased not in the night season; my / 
soul re'fiised comfort. 

3. When I am in heaviness, I will 7 
think upon God : when my heart is' 
vexed, I' will complain. 

4. Thou holdest mine' eyes waking : 
I am so' feeble, that I' cannot speak. 

5. I have considered the' days of 
old : and the' years' that are past. 

6. I call to re'membrance my song : 
and in the night I commune with mine 
own' heart, and' search out my spirits. 

7. Will the Lord absent him'self for 
ever : and will he' be no' more in- 
treated ? 

8. Is his mercy clean' gone for ever : 
and is his promise come utterly to an' 
end ft)]/ evermore ? 

9. Hath God for'gotten to be gra- 
cious : and will he shut up his loving'- 
kindness' in displeasure ? 

10. And I said, It is mine' own in- 
firmity : but I will remember the years 
of the right' hand of the most Highest. 

11. I will remember the' works of 
the Lord : and call to mind thy' won- 
ders of old time. 
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12. 1 will think also of all thy works : 
and my' talking shall' be of thy doings. 

13. Thy way, O' God, is holy : who 
is so' great a' God as our God ? 

14. Thou art the God that' doeth 
wonders : and hast declared thy' power 
a mong the people. 

15. Thou hast mightily de'livered 
thy people : even the' sons of Jacob 
and Joseph. 

16. The waters saw thee, O God, 
the waters saw thee, and' were afraid : 
the' depths al'so were troubled. 



17. The clouds poured out water, 
the' air thundered : and thine' arrows' 
went abroad. 

18. The voice of thy thunder was 
heard' round about : the lightnings 
shone upon the ground ; the earth was' 
moved, and' shook withal. 

19. Thy way is in the sea, and thy 
paths in the' great waters : and th/ 
footsteps are' not known. 

20. Thou leddest thy' people like 
sheep : by the' hand of Moses and 
Aaron. 
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3. Which we have' heard and known : 
and' such as our' fathers have told us ; 

4. That we should not hide them 
from the children of the gene'rations 
to come : but to shew the honour of 
the Lord, his mighty and wonderful' 
works that' he hath done. 

5. He made a covenant with Jacob, 
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PSALM 78. Attendite, popule. 

TTEAR my law/ O my people : in- 
■*"■*- cline your ears unto the' words' 
of my mouth. 

2. I will open my' mouth in a para- 
ble : I will de'clare hard' sentences of 
old ; 
77 
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and gave' Israel a law : which he com- 
manded our^ forefathers to' teach their 
children ; 

6. That their posterity might know 
it : and the' children which were' yet 
unborn ; 

7. To the intent that when' they 
came up : they might' shew their' chil- 
dren the same ; 

8* That they might put then/ trust 
in God : and not to forget the works 
of God, but to' keep his command- 
ments ; 

9. And not to be as their forefathers, 
a faithless and stubborn' generation : 
a generation that set not their heart 
aright, and whose spirit cleaveth notf 
stedfastl/ unto God ; 

10. Like as the' children of Ephra- 
im : who being harnessed, and carry- 
ing bows, turned themselves' back in 
the' day of battle. 

11. They kept not the' covenant of 
God : and would' not walk' in his law ; 

12. But forgat whatf he had done : 
and the wonderful works that' he had' 
shewed for them. 

13. Marvellous things did he in the 
sight of our forefathers, in the' land of 
Egypt : even' in the' field of Zoan. 

14. He divided the sea, and' let them 
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go through : he made the' waters to' 
stand on an heap. 

15. In the day-time also he led them' 
with a cloud : and all the night' through 
with a' light of fire. 

16. He clave the hard' rocks in the 
wilderness : and gave them drink there- 
of, as it had been' out of the' great 
depth. 

17. He brought waters out of the' 
stony rock : so that it' gushed' out like 
the rivers. 

18. Yet for all this they sinned' more 
against him : and provoked the most' 
Highest' in the wilderness. 

19. They tempted' God in their 
hearts : and required' meat' for their 
lust. 

20. They spake against/ God also, 
saying : Shall God prepare a' table' in 
the wilderness ? 

21. He smote the stony rock indeed, 
that the water gushed out, and the 
streams' flowed withal : but can he 
give bread also, or pro'vide flesh' for 
his people? 

22. When the Lord heard' this, he 
was wroth : so the fire was kindled in 
Jacob, and there came up heavy dis'- 
pleasure a'gainst Israel ; 

23. Because they believed' not in 
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God : and put not their' trust' in his 
help. 

24. So he commanded the' clouds 
above : and' opened the' doors of hea- 
ven. 

25. He rained down manna also up- 
on them' for to eat : and' gave them' 
food from heaven. 

26. So man did eat' angels food : 
for he' sent them' meat enough. 

27. He caused the east-wind to' blow 
under heaven : and through his power 
he brought' in the' south-west wind. 

28. He rained flesh upon them as' 
thick as dust : and feathered fowls' like 
as the' sand of the sea. 

29. He let it fall a'mong their tents : 
even round a'bout their' habitation. 

30. So they did eat, and were well 
filled ; for he gave them their' own de- 
sire : they were not disap'pointed' of 
their lust. 

31. But while the meat was yet in 
their mouths, the heavy wrath of God 
came upon them, and slew the' wealthi- 
est of them : yea, and smote down the 
chosen' men that' were in Israel. 

32. But for all this the/ sinned yet 
more : and believed' not his' wondrous 
works. 

33. Therefore their days did he con'- 
sume in vanity : and'" then 7 years in 
trouble. 

34. When he' slew them, they sought 
him : and turned them early, and en- 
quired' after God. 

35. And they remembered that' God 
was their strength ; and that the high' 
God was' their redeemer. 

36. Nevertheless, they did but flat- 
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ter him' with their mouth : and dis'- 
sembled with him' in their tongue. 

37. For their heart was' not whole 
with him : neither continued the/ sted- 
fast' in his covenant. 

38. But he was so merciful, that he 
forgave their misdeeds : and de'stroyed' 
them not. 

39. Yea, many a time turned he his' 
wrath away : and would not suffer his 
whole dis'pleasure' to arise. 

40. For he considered that they 7 
were but flesh : and that they were 
even a wind that passeth away, and' 
cometh' not again. 

41. Many a time did they provoke 
him' in the wilderness : and' grieved 
him' in the desert. 

42. They turned back, and' tempted 
God : and moved the' Hoi/ One in 
Israel. 

43. They thought not' of his hand : 
and of the day when he delivered them' 
from the' hand of the enemy ; 

44. How he had wrought his' mira- 
cles in Egypt : and his' wonders in the" 
field of Zoan. 

45. He tinned their' waters into 
blood : so that they' might not' drink 
of the rivers. 

46. He sent lice among them, and 
de'voured them up : and' frogs' to de- 
stroy them. 

47. He gave their fruit un'to the 
caterpillar : and their' labour un'to the 
grasshopper. 

48. He destroyed their' vines with 
hail-stones : and their^ mulberry-trees' 
with the frost 

49. He smote their cattle' also with 
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hail-stones : and their' flocks with' hot 
thunder-bolts. 

50. He cast upon them the furious- 
ness of his wrath, anger, displeasure, 
and trouble : and sentf evil' angels 
among them. 

51. He made a way to his indigna- 
tion, and spared not their' soul from 
death : but gave their life' over' to the 
pestilence ; 

52. And smote all the' first-born in 
Egypt : the most principal and' mighti- 
est in the' dwellings of Ham. 

53. But as for his own people, he 
led them' forth like sheep : and carried 
them in the' wilderness' like a flock. 

54. He brought them out safely, 
that they' should not fear : and over- 
whelmed their* enemies' with the sea. 

55. And brought them within the' 
borders of his sanctuary : even to his 
mountain which he' purchased with' 
his right hand. 

56. He cast out the heathen' also 
before them : caused their land to be 
divided among them for an heritage, 
and made the tribes of Israel to' dwell 
in their tents. 

57. So they tempted, and displeased 
the' most high God : and kept' not his' 
testimonies ; 
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58. But turned their backs, and fell 
awa/ like their forefathers : starting 
aside' like a' broken bow. 

59. For they grieved him with' their 
hill-altars : and provoked him to dis- 
pleasure' with their images.

8. Thou hast set our misdeeds be- 
fore thee : and our secret' sins in the' 
light of thy countenance. 

9. For when thou art angry all our* 
days are gone : we bring our years to 
an end, as it were a' tale' that is told. 

10. The days of our age are three- 
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score years and ten ; and though men 
be so strong that they come to' four- 
score years : yet is their strength then 
but labour and sorrow; so soon pass- 
eth it a'way, and' we are gone. 

11. But who regardeth the' power 
of thy wrath : for even thereafter as a J 
man feareth/ so is' thy displeasure. 

12. O teach us to 7 number our days : 
that we may apply oui / hearts' unto 
wisdom. 

13. Turn thee again, Q' Lord, at the 
last : and be' gracious un'to thy ser- 
vants. 

14. O satisfy us with thy mercy, 
and' that soon : so shall we rejoice and 
be' glad all the' days of our life. 

15. Comfort us again now after the 
time that' thou hast plagued us : and 
for the years where'in we have' suffered 
adversity. 

16 Shew th/ servants thy work : 
and their* child'ren thy glory. 

1 7. And the glorious Majesty of the 
Lord our' God be upon us : prosper 
thou the work of our hands upon us, 
O prosper' thou ou/ handy-work. 
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PSALM 9L Qui habitat. 

HOSO dwelleth under the de- 
fence of the' most High : shall 



abide under the' shadow of the Al- 
mighty. 

2. I will say unto the Lord, Thou 
art my hope, and my' strong hold : my 
God, in' him' will I trust. 

3. For he shall deliver thee from 
the' snare of the hunter : and' from 
the' noisome pestilence. 

4. He shall defend thee under his 
wings, and thou shalt be safe' under 
his feathers : his faithfulness and truth 
stall' be thy* shield and buckler. 

5. Thou shalt not be afraid for any' 
terror by night ; nor for the' arrow 
thaf flieth by day ; 

6. For the pestilence that' walketh 
in darkness : nor for the sickness that 
de'stroyeth' in the noon-day. 

7. A thousand shall fall beside thee, 
and ten thousand' at thy right hand : 
but it shall 7 not come' nigh thee. 

8. Yea, with thine eyes' shalt thou 
behold : and see the re'ward of the 
ungodly. 

9. For thou,' Lord, art my hope : 
thou hast set thine house of de'fence' 
very high. 

10. There shall no evil' happen unto 
thee t neither shall an/ plague come' 
nigh thy dwelling. 

11. For he shall give his' angels 
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charge over thee : to' keep thee in' all 
thy ways. 

12. They shall bear thee' in their 
hands : that thou hurt not th/ foot 
a'gainst a stone. 

13. Thou shalt go upon the' lion 
and adder : the young lion and the 
dragon' shalt thou tread' under thy 
feet. 

14. Because he hath set his love 
upon me, therefore' will I deliver him : 
I will set him up, be'cause he hath' 
known my Name. 

15. He shall call upon me, and' I 
will hear him : yea, I am with him in 
trouble ; I will de'liver him, and' bring 
him to honour. 

16. With longf life will I satisfy 
him : and' shew him' my salvation.

TT is a good thing to give thanks

3. Ever since the world began hath 
thy seat' been prepared : thou' art 
from' everlasting. 

4. The floods are risen, O Lord, the 
floods have lift' up their voice : the 7 
floods lift' up their waves. 

5. The waves of the sea are mighty, 
and' rage horribly : but yet the Lord, 
who' dwelleth on' high, is mightier. 

6. Thy testimonies, O Lord, are' 
very sure : holiness be'cometh thine' 
house for ever.

34. Ascribe ye the power to' God 
over Israel : his worship, and' strength 
is' in the clouds. 

35. O God, wonderful art thou in 
thy' holy places : even the God of Is- 
rael ; he will give strength and power 
unto his' people ;' blessed be God.

Quicunque wilt. 

"fTTTHOSOEVER will be' saved : be- 
fore all things it is necessary 
that he hold the Catholick' Faith. 

"Which Faith except every one do 
keep whole and unde'filed : without 
doubt he shall perish everlastingly. 

And the Catholick 7 Faith is this : 
That we worship one God in Trinity, 
and Trinity in' Unity ; 

Neither confounding the' Persons : 
nor dividing the' Substance. 
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For there is one Person of the Fa- 
ther, an'other of the Son : and another 
of the Holy' Ghost. 

But the Godhead of the Father, of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, is' all 
one : the Glory equal, the Majesty 
co-e'ternal. 

Such as the Father is,' such is the 
Son : and such is the Hoi/ Ghost. 

The Father uncreate, the' Son un- 
create : and the Holy Ghost un- 
cre'ate. 

The Father incomprehensible, the 
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Son incomprehensible : and the Holy 
Ghost incomprehensible. 

The Father eternal, the' Son eter- 
nal : and the Holy Ghost e'ternal. 

And yet they are not' three eternals : 
but one e'ternal. 

As also there are not three incom- 
prehensibles, nor' three uncreated : 
but one uncreated, and one incompre'- 
hensible. 

So likewise the Father is Almighty, 
the' Son Almighty : and the Holy 
Ghost Al'mighty. 

And yet they are not' three Al- 
mighties : but one Al'mighty. 

So the Father is God, the' Son is 
God : and the Holy Ghost is' God. 

And yet they are not' three Gods : 
but one' God. 

So likewise the Father is Lord, the' 
Son Lord : and the Holy Ghost' Lord. 

And yet not' three Lords : but one' 
Lord. 

For like as we are compelled by the' 
Christian verity : to acknowledge every 
Person by himself to be God and' Lord ; 

So are we forbidden by the' Catho- 
lick Religion : to say, There be three 
Gods, or three' Lords. 

The Father is' made of none : nei- 
ther created, nor be'gotten. 

The Son is of the' Father alone : 
not made, nor created, but be'gotten. 

The Holy Ghost is of the' Father 
and of the Son : neither made, nor 
created, nor begotten, but proceeding. 

So there is one Father, not three 
Fathers ; one Son, not' three Sons : 
one Holy Ghost, not three Holy' 
Ghosts. 
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And in this Trinity none is afore, 
oif after other : none is greater, or less 
than an'other ; 

But the whole three Persons are 
co-e'ternal together : and co-'equal. 

So that in all things, as is a'foresaid : 
the Unity in Trinity, and the Trinity 
in Unity is to be' worshipped. 

He therefore that will be' saved : 
must thus think of the' Trinity. 

Furthermore, it is necessary to ever- 
lasting sal'vation : that he also believe 
rightly the Incarnation of our Lord 
Jesus' Christ. 

For the right Faith is, that we be'- 
lieve and confess : that our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, is God and' 
Man; 

God, of the Substance of the Father, 
begotten be'fore the worlds : and Man, 
of the Substance of his Mother, born 
in the' world ; 

Perfect God, and' perfect Man : of 
a reasonable soul and human flesh 
sub'sisting ; 

Equal to the Father, as' touching 
his Godhead : and inferior to the Fa- 
ther, as touching his' Manhood. 

Who although he be' God and 
Man : yet he is not two, but one' 
Christ ; 

One ; not by conversion of the' God- 
head into flesh : but by taking of the 
Manhood into' God ; 

One altogether; not by con'fusion 
of Substance : but by unity of Per- 
son. 

For as the reasonable soul and flesh 
is' one man : so God and Man is one' 
Christ ; 
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Who suffered for our sal'vation : 
descended into hell, rose again the 
third day from the' dead. 

He ascended into heaven, he sitteth 
on the right hand of the Father, God 
Al'mighty : from whence he shall come 
to judge the quick and the' dead. 

At whose coming all men shall rise 
again with their' bodies : and shall give 
account for their own' works. 

And they that haye done good shall 



go into life everlasting : and they that 
have done evil into everlasting' fire. 

This is the' Catholick Faith : which 
except a man believe faithfully, he can- 
not be' saved.
